This invention provides a method for identifying one or more complexes fi-om a library, 
wherein the complex or complexes are selected for their ability to perform a preselected function 
on a target molecule or for having a preselected structure. Each complex is designated a 
morphatide. The method comprises: (a) preparing a library of morphatides, comprised of: (i) a 
scaffolding component; (ii) one or more linker components; and (iii) one or more agent 
molecules, linked to the scaffolding component by one or more type of linker components; and 
(b) screening the library of morphatides by associating the morphatides with one or more suitable 
target molecules upon which a morphatide performs a preselected or desired function or to which 
a morphatide binds or associates through a pre-selected structure of the morphatide; (c) 
separating the morphatides performing the preselected function or binding or associating through 
the preselected structure, from the library.
